Etters frotn Paris tell us the Duke of Al- 
va Ambaffador of Spain, had complain’d 
to the King, in very free and plain 
Terms, of the Injuftice done to the 
King his Mafter and the Subjects of 

the Spanifh Monarchy, by Ships going, from Sr. 
Malo to traffick in Peru, and bringing back from 
thence Gold and Silver for the Account of private 
Perfons ; which he faid was contrary to the Laws of 
Spain. The King, it feems, only anfwer’d he would 
inquire into the Matter. Thefe Ships are faid to 
have had among their other Lading 8 Millions in 
Gold and Silver; which is to be brought intc the 
King’s Mints. "Tis hop’d at the Court of France, 
that Monfieur Amelot and Monfieur Orri, who are 
both at Madrid, will find means to re-eftablifh the 
Spanith Infantry, which is at prefent in a very fecble 
fatter'd Condition. It appears the Amirante of 
-Caftile has Intelligence-in moft of the Spanifh Places 
cn the Frontier of Portugal. The following Letter 
faid to be written by the Marfhal de Theffe, thews 
the Condition of the Affairs of Spain, and the Opi- 
nion the Enemy themfelves have of them : ’Tis dated 
from Villa del Rey the 22d of May. 


Efterday we made a very dangerous March, be- 
ing nor far diftant from the Enemy, but they did 
not appear. I cannot comprehend what fort of People 
are made Governours of the Frontier Places ; they 
yield them up very cheaply. Albuquerque furren- 
dred before the Caft!le was atrack’d. I affure you 
Alcantara had gone the fame Way, had I not taken 
_ this March. God grant we may be able to preferve 
that Place and Badajox, for the Spanith Soldiers 
have cogtinually this fayingin their Mouths. We go 
to thofe who will giveus Bread. The Spanith Garrifons 
have receiv’d no Bread nor Pay thefe 8 Months. I 
tell you fincerely, this Chariot is very ill hung, and 
confequently may eafily overturn. 

The fame Day the Marquis de Bay wrote from 
the fame Place as follows. © 


HEMarthal de Theffe joyn’d me yefterday at las 

Caftillas,;whence we came hither to Day. We have 
to our great Surprize, receiv’d the News of the fur- 
render of the Town and Caftle of Albuquerque, 
which has broken all our Meafures. To Morrow we 
fhall march towards Noftra Sennora de Donea, there 
to wait to know what the Enemy will do next. I can 
tell you, thefe Spanifh Heroes, who infultingly call’d 
the Portuguefe Poltroons, are fo fcar’d they don’t 
know where they are, and appear perfectly difpirired: 
So that I have prov’d bur too good a Prophet. God 
be thank’d, I can be teproach’d with nothing ; yet I 
am very much concern’d for the King’s Lofs.

Madrid, May 29. The Sieur Amelot de Gournay, 
Councellor of Stare, Ambaffador of. France, arriv'd 
here the «gth, and the 2oth the King admiwed him 
for the firft time into his Cabinet Council. ‘he 
fame Day the Duke de Gratmmont, Ambaffador of 
France, had Audience of Leave of the King, who 
conferr'd on him the Honour of Knighthood of the 
Golden Fleece. The 23 he fet our from hence, to 
return to France. We had Advice, that the Por:y- 
guefe had abandon’d Valencia d’ Alcantara, after 
they had fet it on Fire ; we have fince been inform'd 
tbey had at firft taken that Refolutign, but chang’d 
it afterwards ; apprehending leaft Me Places the 
have on the Frontiers, and particularly thofe they lo 
the laft Year, fhould be treated in the like manner : 
And befides, they found it neceffary to keep and for- 
tifie that Poft, in order to their retaking Marvan. 
The 15th of this Month, the Enemy began the Siege 
of Albuquerque, and though the Place is very weak, 
and almoft defencelefs, the Garrifon and Inhabitants 
defended themfelves vigoroufly till the 22d, but that 
Day were oblig’d to Capitulate. 

From the Camp at Val Notre Dame June, 13. The 
roth the Breach made in the Caftle of Huy, being 
jadg’d large enough, and all the Defences being 
ruin’d, it was refolv'd an Affault thould be given ; 
and there being at the Foot of the Wall thac was 
beaten down Patt of a Rock that was fteep and very 
difficult to mount, Ladders were order’d to be got 
ready. The Grenadiers that were appointed to 
make the Affault, had order to advance about Mid- 
night to the Poor of the Rock, there to place the 
Ladders, in order to mount when the Signal thould 
be given at Break of Day ; bur the Befieged percci- 
ving our Men were in Motion,and being fenfible the 
Breach was practicable, thought beft not to wait the 
laft Extremity, and therefore beat a Parley atioa 
Clock at Night, and demanded an honourable Capi- 
tulation: But the Count de Gace told them they 
had deferr’d too long to ask it, and tharthey muft 
furrender at Difcretion. So in the Night the Grena- 
diers advanc’d to the Foor of the Rock, and plac’d 
feveral of the Ladders there notwithftanding ail the 
Outcries and Proteftations of the Enemy, who to 
hinder them roll’d down great Stones and Cannon 
Bullets from the Top of the Breach, and thereby 
wounded fome Officers and Soldiers. For fome 
time they made feveral Propofals that were rejected ; 
at length they offer'd to yield themfelves Prifoners of 
War, protefting if they were not allow’d that Con- 
dition they were determin’d to ftand an Affauls. 
Their laft offer was accepted, on Condition the Forts 
Jofeph and Trogne with the other Pofts fhould be 
furrendred on the fame Terms, which the command- 
ing Officers in thofe Pofts refus’d to do ; but percei- 
ving the Countde Gace would not on any Account 


“accept the Governour’s Offer for the Caftle alone, 


they furrendred the 11th in the Afternoon on the 
fame Condition. Our Men took Poffeffion of the 
Caftle firft, and found in it 500 Men; and after- 
wards of the Forts Jofepb, Trogne, and Taravife ; fo 
that the whole Garrifor, confifting of 4 Batrallions 
were made Prifoners of War. In the Caftle and 
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Forts, were founds 18 brafs Cannon, 10 Mortars, to 
ron Cannon,witha great Number of Bullets, Bombs, 
and other Ammanitions of War. This Siege colt 
us but few Men, for we had but 8 or 9 Officers and 
about 40 Soldiers -kill’d or wounded. Of the Be- 
fieged above 30 Officers were kill'd or wounded, 8 
of which were kilfd by one Bomb, and about 160 
Soldiers were kill’d or difabled. This Morning the 
Garrifon of Huy, confifting of 100 Officers and 1300 
Soldiers, march’d out, to be conducted to Namur, 
and from thence further.

of the Magazine of Powder in that Town were af- 
{affinated about the fame Time ; that thereupon the 
Intendant of Rochefort repair'd thither to examine 
‘into the Matcer ; And that already feveral new Con- 
verts accus’d of having lately had private Meetings 
are taken into Cuftody ; and "ts to be feard ‘he in- 
-nocent will fuffer for the Guilty. We want cto hear 
News of Monfieur de Coetlogon’s Sanadion, ro be 
{arisficd wherher he is gone on to the Vicuiwerranean, 
a Report being fpread that he is puc back into Breft.
